We are glad to sce that the establishment of a 
British and Colonial Union in London has re- 
ceived the support of the vasiern colonies, and 


jthat the Hongkong Chamber of Commerce has 
I 


been added list of members. When the: 
subject of representation was first mooted we 
strongly urged its advisability to Hongkong, as 
by it a incans would be afforded for bringing for- 
ward grievances more forcibly than could be done 
from it colony itself. Thedesirability of such an 
institution was long ‘felt, and now that it is an 
acconiplished fact the advantages will soon be 
apparent. Indeed, they have already manifested 
theniselves, and the energy with which some of 
the mostimportant grievances lave been taken up, 
and questions asked in the House will show our 
friends in the Far ast thatthere are at home here 
many infuential persons willing to protect the 
colonics and Took after their interests. The 
British and Colonial Union has taken another 
step forward, and in drawing attention ‘to the 
commercial treaties with forcign countries by 
which colonial interests are affected points out 
another matter in which colonial views ought to 
be obtained, so that when such treaties are being, 
considered local knowledge can be available for 
the purpose of assisting the Government in their 
negotiations, and for protecting the trade of thedis- 
tant possessions of the Empire. This isa very im- 
portant matter, and one which should not be lost 
sight of fora moment, However much it may be 
argued that those locally interested are apt to take 


_| aonc-sided view of things, there is no question but 


that many details and. facts are brought out b 

them which are entitled to weight, but‘ which 
would not in all probability be known were their 
opinions not sought for. In some instances the 
Government ought not, under any circumstances, 
to take action in matters ‘affecting a colony tn- 
Jess the view of the local public are first of all 
obtained, not necessarily for adoption, but to pre- 
vent a serious mistake being unwittingly com- 
mitted. A strong argument properly brought to 
bear'at a propitious moment tril very often con- 
vince a Secretary of State that a proposed deci- 
sion is wrong; but itis necessary, in order to give 
full force to stich argument, that those urging 
it should be close at hand and ready to support 
it by others ifnecessary, Distance weakens the 
power of remonstrances, ‘and however much 
energy may be displaycd at first, the dclay.cor- 
sequent on the time required for the exchange of 
correspondence with the, Far East is apt to tire 
out the most. energetic. The Union may be 
trusted to look after colonial interests; but it must 
not be forgotten that in order to enable the re- 
Presentatives to do so effectively only matters of 
real importance must be placed fore them, 
supported by a thoroughly well worked up case, 
in which no details are wanting, If this is done 
no measure can be passed without careful con- 
‘sideration, and that, after all, is what is required.
